The sa 
wahs consist of pints of ground sur­ 
rounded b y little dykes which allow 
water either to b e rim in or off. Where 
the land is sloping the fields are 
formed into a succession of terraces, 
causing the water to trickle from 
one 
to the other. 
Rice is sown hy the natives b y hand. 
After sowing, the fields are tiooded b y 
day and drained b y night fojr eight 
or ten days, says the Detroit News. 
In ab out six weeks the spikes are 
replanted in groups of two or three 
stems 
together, 
each 
group 
b eing 
stuck into the muddy soil at a dis­ 
tance of ab out one inch apart. 
The 
soil Is then flooded and drained every 
two or three duys, and at the end of 
the fourth or fifth month, after re­ 
planting, the crop is ready to b e 
gathered. 
The harvest is gathered stem b y! 
stem, the natives standing and cut­ 
ting them at a height of two feet eight 
inches from the ground.

A police trooper and four native po­ 
lice boys visited the scene, made cer­ 
tain inquiries, and inarched 80 natives, 
who seemed to have been concerned in 
the case, to Mount Darwin, where the 
investigations were continued and the 
preliminary examination held. 
In a 
statem ent made on that occasion by 
one of those afterw ard placed on trial, 
the following passage occurred: 
“I 
admit we were caught, and are now to 
die for the fault of our chief and head­ 
man. 
( ’Uigango came to Chiriserl and 
told him he wanted him to tak e and 
burn his son, Manduza. 
Chiriserl 
fused to do so, saying that we 
under the white people's rule 
Chigango said: 
‘i burnt Mgurak ok o 
und Manyondl, and the white people 
have not heard, and they will not hear 
of this.’ ” 
The statement as ft* two 
previous sacrifices having tak en place 
in recent years at the same site is be­ 
lieved to be true. 
1’he Rhodesian police and law de­
